G.S.R, 309. —-In exerciso of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to at tide 309 of the Constitution, the President hcrebv 
makes the foljow’ng rules regulating Ihc method of recruitment 
to the post of Officer on Special Ditty (Parliament) in the 
Department of Personnel and Administrative Reforms. 
Ministry of Home Affairs, namely :— 

1, Short title and commencement : (I) These rules may 
be called the Offfcei on Special Duty (Parliament) (Depait- 
ment) of Personnel and Administrative Reforms) Recruitment 
Rules 1982. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their pub¬ 
lication in the Official Gazette, 

2, Number of posts, classification and scale of pay : The 
number of the said post, its classification and the scale of 
pay attached thereto, shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 
of the Schedule annexed hereto. 

3, Method of reelliitment, age limit and other qualifications 
etc.—The method of recruitment, axe limit, qualifications and 
other matters relating to the said post shall be as specified 
in columns 5 to 13 of the said Schedule. 


4. Disqualifications : No person, — 

l(u) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who having a spouse living, has entered into or con¬ 
tracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible lor appointment to the said post : 

Provided that the Central Government may, il satisfied that 
such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable 
to such person and the other paity to the marriage and that 
there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from 
the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax ; Where the Cential Government is of 
the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it 
may, by order and for reasons to be recorded in writing and in 
consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, 
iclax any of the provisions of these rules in respect of any 
class or category of persons. 

6. Saving : Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, 
relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to be 
piovided for Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes and other 
sDccial categories of persons in accordance with the orders 
issud by the Central Government from time to time In 
this regard.

G. S. R. 313, -In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby makes 
the following rules regulating the method of recruitment to the post of Deputy Director in the Directorate of Vanaspali, Vegetable Oils and 
Fats, New Delhi, namely 

1. Short title and commencement,—(1) These rules may be called the Directorate of Vanaspati, Vegetable Oils and Fats (Deputy 
Director) Recruitment Rules, 1982. 

T2) They shall come into force on the dale of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number of posts, classification and scale of pay.—The number of the said post, its classification and the scale of pay attached 
thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the Schedule annexed to these rules, 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualifications etc.—The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications and other 
matters relating to the said post shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid, 

4. Disqualification.—No person,— 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to the said post : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
person and the other party to the marriage and that there are olher grounds for so doing,exempt any person from the operation of this 
rule. 

3. Power to relax.—Where the Central Government is of the opinion that it is necessary or cxpcndient so to do.it may, by order 
for reasons to be recorded in writing and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any of the provisions of 
these rules with respect to any class or category of persons. 

6. Saving.—Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to be provided 
for Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued byjlhe Central 
Government from time to lime in this regard,

Piovidcd that the Central Government may, if satisfied that 
such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable 
to such person and the other party to the marriage and that 
theie are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from 
the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax : Where the Ccntial Government is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, if 
may by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing and in 
consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, 
relax any of the provisions of these rules in respect of any 
class or category of persons 

6 . Saving ; Nothing in these rules shall alfcct reservations, 
relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to be 
provided for candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes, 
Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in 
accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government 
from time to time in this regard.

ment of a free not exceeding three rupees per vehicle 
per hour as may be specified by the Director Gene¬ 
ral from time to time for such parking, to the Offi¬ 
cer Incharge of the aerodrome or any other person 
authorised in this behalf by the Director Genet al, 
by general or special order. 

(2) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-rule (1), no

ments, including Union Territories; 

(ii) Vehicles owned by persons who are engaged on 

regular duty at the aerodrome; and 

(iii) any other vehicle or category of vehicles which may 
be exempted by the Director General, if considered 
expedient to do so, for reasons to be recorded in 
writing. 

(3) The Director General or the Officer Incharge of the 

aerodrome or any other person authorised in this 
behalf by the Director General, by general or 
special order, may, if he is satisfied that it is neces¬ 
sary or expedient so to do for the maintenance 
of proper order or discipline, refuse udnqission of any 
vehicle into such aerodrome, or require the same 
to be taken out of it,
